An attack on Cuba now, the presi- 
dent warned, would actually strengthen 
Castro’s appeal to the Cuban people and 
allow Russia to send much larger ‘mili- 
tary supplies. 

The President made three decisive 
declarations of policy. He said the United 
States would neither initiate’ nor toler- 
ate any aggression in this hemisphere. 
He added that the United States would 
do everything required by the Cuban sit- 
uation to protect American security and 
fulfil American duties but would do ab- 
sélutely nothing not required by that sit- 
uation. 

Use of Ships 

Finally he asked the NATO countries 
—notably Greece and Turkey and Brit- 
ain—to stop the practice which allows 
their ships to be used for the transport 
of Russian supplies and men to Cuba. 

Mr. Kennedy broadened his earlier 
statements by adding a blunt warning to 
Cuba to refrain from any action that 
either spies upon Cape Canaveral or 
tries to interfere with American space 
activities there. He specifically listed 
these moves by Cuba with respect to 
Cape Canaveral as aggressive in pur- 
pose and design. They would lead to 
yak mond military reprisals.

Duodenal Ulcer 


Many men.write asking me whether they 
shoyld have an operation for a duodenal 
-Ulcer, Often I cannot say because I don't 
know whether the ulcer 
is bothering the man. at 
all, or whether he can con- 
trol his’ symptoms well 
enough by taking milk 
every two or three hours, 
or whether he can avoid 
pain by calming down, and 
perhaps getting {ree from 
some annoyance.

In the fi ‘st’ place, our operations for 
ulcer have never been entirely safe or satis 


factory. Years ago surgeons used to make 
&@ gastroenterostomy, with a new opening 
beiween the stomach and the bowel. Some 
times it worked perfect!y,but there was so 
large a percentage of pe who promptly 
developed an even worsedicer just outside 
of the new opening that nearly all. surgeons 
gave up the operation, The operation con 
tinued to be used for people with an ulcer 
of the-stomach, or a cancer of the stomach 
or for an ulcer in-older people, or for people 
witn’ a perforating ulcer, or an obstrutted 
_uleer. In their cases, the operation ustially 
workedwell 
The surgeons then tried to help people 
with a duodenal ulcer by ‘removing two- 
thirds or threefourths of the stomach. This 
operation was.in some ways Detter than that 
of gastroenterdstomy, but stil) stomath spe- 
cialistsmuch.disliked it. Many people who 
lost their stomachs never. had = strength 
enough to work again, or they never coulé 
gain back the large amount.of weight they 
lost. Some of them after every meal suf- 
fered greatly from what is called, a “dump- 
ihg syndrome”; as soon as they ate they felt 
Nauseated, dizzy, sick, sweaty, somewhat 
shocked, with perhaps a feeling as if they 
Were going to have a diarrheic bowel move- 
ment. Still there were some who got a new 
ulcer.

Because surgeons soon saw that this oper- 
ation was not. entirely satisfactory, for a 
while they tried cutting the two big vagus 
nerves that come down from the brain to 
the stomach.
